On the formation of the gatrifon battalions in November

The 
next that we heard-of lieutenant Maling, now captain Ma- 
ling, was on the augmentation of the Royal Atrican corps 
from four companies to fix companies. In the month of laft 
September -it became neceffary for the Commander in Chief 
to recommend to his Majefty two officers to fill thofe vacant

-Mr. Yorxg, . previously to the Speaker’s leaving 
the Chair, and refering what passed’ in the Com 
mitteé on Tuesday night, begged leave to Abe 
few words on the subject of the suggestions then 
thrown out by him ia fhe consideration of the 
House.. He was aware that, what passed in that 
House . might be misundersevod, and might also be 
. Misrepresented-qut of doors, He therefore wished to 
Siate the grounds of what had then fallet from him. 
kn -the. first place, what he bad thrown out on the 
agcasion alluded to, Was merely: a.suggestton for the 
consideration of the Committee, in consequence of 
their .pot going on with the examination, which they 
seemed so anxious to proceed in. He hoped he, as 
much as any Gentleman in.that House, would be ready 
to listen. tothe applicetion, of any witness. whom. they 


tight feel it necessary to call to their Bar, particularly 
; ; in 
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in an enquiry of pC pear He was the last man’ 
to recommend the adoption of harsh measures against’ 
any person, particularly a. le a female. But he would 
not have discharged his duty tf he had not stated :the 
impropriety of allowing a communication between one

consequence, a communication which, In his épinion, 

could not take place consistently with the ends of | 
justice. He suggested it, therefore, ‘only for the-cor- 
sideration ef the House ;—how far if would be proper, 
with the view of preventing this evil, till the wit. 

ness could: beexamined, that she should be committed 
tothe Serjeant at Arms. An opinion had gone abroad. . 
that this was a novel and unparliamentary suggestion, 
and not agreeably to the forms of proceeding in that 
House. Jn his own justification, he must now be ex- 
cused for altuding to some precedents, which, though 
not ‘entirely in point, went, he conceived, to sanction’ 
the principle. suggested by him. At the moment he 
could only speak te his general fecollection.’ Since, 
however, had taken an opportunity of looking into 
the Journals, and‘he should wish some of: the cages 
to be read, not because they were absolutely in point, 
but beeattse they bore on the principle. The House’ 
had: ated contrary to his suggestion. He- was 
now giad it had done so, and he was now of that opi— 
niori atso, He. was anxious, however, that the cases:

Mr, Yorke then moved, that the 21st volame of 
the Joursials be aleo referréd to—on some of the — ; 
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bers expressing some dissatisfaction, the Honour- 
ahle. member begged the attention of the House. It 
was necessary that the House and the Public should 
know what had been done by their ancestors,

Mr. Yorxe submitted that it was now apparent 
that the practice of keeping a witness in custody, was 
not so novel or unparalleled a circumstance as might 
have been supposed. In not adopting it he now thought 
the House acted very properly ; but at the same time, he 
hoped there was nothing wrong in the suggestion he 
had made. : : 

Lord FoLtxstone remarked, that if the cases alluded 
to by the Honourable Gentleman, were read only in 
justification of himself, he had no objection to the 
time of the House being so occupied; but if the 
Uonourable Gentleman meant to found any motion or 
proceeding on the cases which had been read, he, for 
ane, must insist on time to look into the precedents 
which had been alluded to. He must even go a little 
farther, and state, that if ic was meant to be laid. down 
that the fact of two witnesses who were examined at the 
bar of that House communicating together, on any subs. 
ject, or even on the subject under inquiry, was suficiene 
tq. invalidate the testimony of both or cither of such 
witnesses, against that doctrine he must solemnly pro- 
test.. Such communication might imnocently take 
place ; nay, be thought it was natural it should; and 
unless either of the witnesses so shaped their evidence 
in consequence of such communication, as both to tell 
the same story, he could not.at all figure any thing im- 
‘ proper which could result from it, Particularly, he 
must protest against such a doctrine being entertained, 
where the witnesses had not even been cautioned against 
holding any communication with each other, 

Mr. Fuxrer wished to know what any honest wit-. 
messes could have in holding any communication of the | 
kind. Wherever the case should occur, he could re- 

te : gard 
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ard it as nothing short of a contrivance to support their 
alsehoods, and a design to decetve and impose on the 

House. 

Mr. SHERIDAN new rose, and observed, that in con- 
sequence of 2 question put by hmm to a witness, ona 
former night ® it had comé out that a gentleman whom 
the witness had seen in Mrs, Clarke's apartments, was 
a writer for a newspaper ; and a surmise had been en- 
tertained, both in that House and among thé public, 
that this gentleman was Mr. Fionerty. Such suspicion 
was so general, that it became necessary, for the cha- 
racter of Mr, Finnerty, that it should be publicly con- 
tradicted ; he should at-present have contented him- 
self with giving to the petition a most solemn and for- 
mal contradiction, were not some farther notice of it 
necessary, in consequence of the peculiar situation in 
which Mr. Finnerty at present stood. A prosecution wag 
depending against Mr. Finnerty, at the suit gf the At- 
torney-General, for a libel againse the Duke of York, 
which it was understood, would be soon brought to a 
trial. In this situation, Mr. Finnerty conceived that 
the introduction of his name, not only as a person ac- 
customed to visit Mrs. Clarke ; but, in fact, as the per- 
son with whom it would seem to be insinuated the’pre- 
sent charges originated, would do him material preju- 
dice with the public on his trial. The Petition from 
Mr. Finnerty, which he held in his hand, staced these 
facts, and prayed that he might be called to the Bar, 
where he would give candid, open, and explicit 
answers to every question which should be put to 
him. 3 

The Petition was then read, by the clerk, as ful-

On the motion of General Srewarr, the witness

The General deprecated a further perseverance in 
the question, considering that many respectable offi- 
cers in the army, and particularly in the militia, . had 
formerly dealt with people who were, or professed to 
be commission agents. By the answer to the question 
proposed by the Hon. Baronet individuals might sus- 
tain a serious and unmeried evil, for which they could 
have no adequate redres3. — 

Mr. WuHritsreaD on the contrary thought, that if 
. the names of the persons alluded to by the witness had 
been actually conveyed to Mrs. Clarke, the question 
undoubtedly might beanswered, but not else. As to the 
opinion expressed by the gallant General, that any.indi- 
vidual who should sustain unmerited injury-would be 
precluded from the opportunity of obtaining redress, 
he could not admit the justice of it. The Committee 
had already seen a general officer-at the Bar exculpat- 
- ing himself froman imputation that had been cast upon 
- him. - 

Sir A. WELLESLEY strongly recommended that the 
question should not be persevered in, as several regu- 
Jations had within a few years been introduced in the 
army, for the purposeof pseventing Officers from deal- 
jing with Commission Brokers, If the last question 
was answered, it might implcate the characters of 
many very respectable individuals, who, after all, as it 
appeared, had not succeeded in obtaining their abject. 
The Committee was to inquire into the conduct, not 
of Mrs. Clarke, but of his Royal Highness the Duke 
- of York,and therefore unless it cou!d be shewn that the

The CHancELior of the ExcHEQUER saw no 
probability that the witness who had voluntarily 
produced these letters at the Bar, would destroy any 
of thent upon withdrawing for a few minutes, and he 
thought the apprehensions of the Honourable Gen- 
tleman ft altogether unfounded. They were at present 
involved in a considerable difficulty, and he did not 
well see how they could proceeda step farther. Let- 
ter had not been admitted before till the hand writing 
had been proved.

at the same time, he thought it would be better to

uiry. This could not be attended with any delay, 

or as it was well understood that this would not be 

the last night Of this present inquiry, and that pro-- 
bably, to-morrow might be occupied with it, they 
- might go on with the examination of their witnesses, 
and the House might, on its resuming, appoint a 
Select Conimittee for that purpose. 

Mr. BaAkHAM in exphination remarked that hig 
object was not that all the letters indiscriminately 
should be read, but that in the progress of this in- 
ayiry there should be no appearance to the country 
rr wish on the part of that House to conceal any 
thing.
